In the House there probably will 
be no persistent opposition unless it 
comes from members who favor tnore 
far-reaching action than the President 
recommends.

{raneacted their business, As in the 
case of Great Britain’s generous treat- 
ment of South Africn 160 years later, 
the English minority had to submit. 

After the Treaty of 1783 and the set- 
tlement of United Empire Loyalists 
falong the Upper St. Lawrence and in 
‘}the Nisgara district, petitions were 
presented asking that the country be 
divided .into two Provinces; one for 
the French, and the other for the 
English One of these petitions was 
dated at New Oswegatchce on Dee.

BEFORE RE WOMEN’S CLUB} 





Mr. Harty B, Stock, Local, Manager of 1 Manager of the Bell-Telophone Sys- 
ates Delivers Interesting Sketch of Working-Plan—Many 
- Phases Brotght Ont to Great Profit—sixty-Five: 
“Slides Presented 





The announcemnt that Mr. Hany 
B. Btock, local manager of the Bell 
Telephone Syatem, would deliver, 1 
sixty-five lantern elide lecture on 
“The World of the Telephone,” be- 
fore the Women’s Canadian Club, 
drew-a large audience to the High 
School Assembly Room Wednesday 
evening, all of whom greatly enjoyed 
tho theme and the manner in which 
it was presented, . 

In the absence: of. the President, 
Mra. W. C.. Mikel, Mra. PC. Mac- 
Laurin, Vice-President’ of the Club, 
officiated, introducing the lecturer of 
the evening. The closest attention 
followed .every phrase of* the unique 
description, which brought out many 
Points of interest and information. > 

After recalling how the ‘conception 
of the telephone originated in Alexan- 
der Graham Bell's mind {following ex- 
periments with an car from a dead 
man, the lecturer illustrated the pro- 
grese of the science from. the first 


crude instrument—an anima] mem- 


brane: stretched. over’ a diumhead 
with a picco of metal glued to its cen- 
tre—down to the present day. It was 
at Brantford, Ont., that the telephone 
idea was born in 1874, and in August 
1876, the first long distance telephone 
mensage wee sent eerie to 
Paris. 

Early switchboards were operated 
by boys, but the boyish temperment 
soon showed itself to be unsuited to 
the ‘work,\and girls zeplaced them, 
proving themselves to be just what 
was needed to make the telephone a 
success. The old days of tall poles 
carrying hundreds of wires that dark- 
ened the etreeis were graphically re- 
called, and it was shown -how. as im- 
Provement after improvement came 
along: the telephone companies were 
obliged to discard. thousands ‘of dol- 
lars worth of perfectly good apparatus 
to: make way for later types, —Vicws 
Were shown illustrating. the. improve- 
ments made by the adoption of un- 
derground:cable and the block system 
of wiring in residential districts and 
interesting descriptions giten of how 
the growth of ‘cities “is ecientifically 
calculated “for ten.and fifteen years 
ahead so that future telephone needs 
may be promptly met... 

The lecturer “illustrated by ‘eplen- 
did. views the enormous damage ‘the 
telephone sytem sometimes suffers 
from sleet storms. One such storm in 
March 1913, cost the Bell Company no

It is evident that the Bell Company. 
appreciates the importance of making 
ample provision for-the comfort and 
general welfare of its operators, The 
Jecturer “showed gplendid views of the 
large airy operating room, as well a3 
comfortable:rest anid retiring roome, 
where when off duty, the girls may 
pass the time pleasantly in reading, 
sewing or in gocial intercourse. The 
lunch room and the operators’ echool 
were also shown, Ip the former the 
company supplies ‘tea, coffee, milk 
and sugar, and ‘a matron is in ¢harge 
from whom other staple catables can 
be had at actual cost. In the school 
the operator is thoroughly trained for 
the duties she is to undertake, aad is 
paid while she is learning. Co-opera- 
tion is a feature of operating and at 
busy hours the girls e each other's 
burdens by taking capé of extra calls. 

Some striking’ figures were thrown 
upon the screen to illustrate the great 
telephone development here as com: 
pared with European countties, where 
the use of the service is restricted to 
certain hours of the day. The records 
show that there are more than twice 
as many telephones. per hundred of 
population in Ontario as in Sweden, 
the -best telephoned of European 
countrics, and Sweden too, only 
7 out of 20 ct offices give a 
2% hour service suth a6 we in Canada 
enjoy. 

“Where will. the development of 
speech transmission end?’ the speak= 
er asked. In he quoted Mr, J. 
J: Carty the foremat of telephone 

engineers, who pointed to the recent. 
achievement of trans-continental tele-{ 
phony and of wireless telephone com- 
munication from France and Hawaii 
to New York in support of his opinion 
that “‘no man can say what the end 
will be?” ; 

“We know,’’ Mr. Carty has said in 
a recent address, @that wherever light 
will, travel these waves will travel and 
at tho same rate, and if it should be 
that, there are’other paris of the uni- 
verse” that are inhabiled by mortals 
or immortals wo have ascertained 
that we have a conductor, at any 
tate, that is Juining us with the place 
where they are.” 

“And go,’ the speaker concluded, 
“we know. what the telephone does, 
but-as to Why and the How, there is 
as yet no answer. The .wisest of hu- 
magn‘ sages cannot explain it, and yet 
it can be used by a little child. .

every night from 7 p.m. till 9 next 
morning. He is alloved to exercis« 
in the day jn a seventy foot corridor 
and a small prison yard, where a 
number of criminals are exercising. 
The cell is clean and comfortably 
heated, and {s well lighted. The 
prison commandant is kind and con- 
eiderate.

Had Successful Carcer in Germany 
Before the War. 

The Europoan war, responsible for 
bringing so many musical artists to 
this continent, has brought two Ca- 
madians from brilliant successes in 
opera In Germany back to the United 
States for concert work, These two 
are Francis Maclennan, tenor, and 
his wife, Florence Easion, soprano, 
These valued members of the Chi- 
cago Opera Association will not 
again return to Europe until the 
great war ils ended. Both last aut- 
umn and the autumn before the palr 
came near belong bluwn up by mines 
while crossing the ocean, Coming 
over from HolJand on the Dutch 
Mner Noordam last autumn, the ship 
was obliged to. take a dvtour around 
the northern end of Scotland.

INVADED TORONTO CAFES 





Mob Made Demonstration Against Employment of Alien Ene- 
mies—Damage Done to Childs’"—Alleged Maltreatment of 
a Wounded Soldier by Austrians Origin of Trouble 





TORONTO, April 13.—Their ranks 
swelled at times by upward of one 
thousand curious civilians seven hun 
dred soldiers ran amuck in duwn-town 
Toronto last night, and for two hours 
and a half held the central part of the 
city under control, All semblance of 
order and discipline was swept away 
in what was at once a regrettable, hu- 
morous and enlightening lesson in mob 
payebology. ITalf a dozen down-town 
cafes were raided by sclf-constituted 
authoritics in search of slien enemics 
Stroet traffic on Richmond, Yonge ance 
King Streets was held up. and as ru 
mors of riot spread through the dis: 
frict-a great many cafes temporarily 
closed their doors.’ The King Edward 
Hotel, Toronto's best known hostlery 
was visited by a hundred soldiers, and 
as many more followers in mufti 
Childs’ cafe was for one hour the cen: 
tre of the disturbance, and dishos 
chairs and, tables were smashed in the 
fracus, Joseph Felice, tho  cafo's 
Italian chef. was assumed to be an 
alien cnemy, and upon his bead was 
visited the wrath of the soldiers, and 
a shower of plates. which fatter visita- 
tion necessitated the application ot 
one order of steak to a badly-bruised 
eye, Three employes in the kitehen 
were taken by tho soldiers om the as- 
sumption that they were Austrians 
and were rescued from mob violence by 
the city ‘detectives, and hurried to the 
detective force. Pickets throivn ont 
by militia headquarters and under the 
general command of Major-Gen. Logie 
took up positions at the main inter-

sections of the streets in an effort ta 
round up the rioters, but in their 
march from cafe to cafe tho mnob sweps, 
by these instifficient forces, and the 
disturbance ended only 
crowd had expended its energy.

This 
command was met with open derision. 
Meanwhile an employe of the cafe had 
assured tho soldiers that there were 
no alicn enemies in employment tbere, 
and the soldiers set out again 
Queen Street with the provost marsh- 
al borne unwillingly. in their midst. 
On the street ho again gave orders 
that all men in khaki disband, and the 
soldiers, swarming about him, sought

EDINBURGH, Apri April 12.—Sir Mtob-

the Canadian force in’ France, saying 
the news which had come of their Jat- 
est achievements had redoubled their 
prido in their prowess. Sir Robert 
Borden was a great statesman, who 
had played a powerful and prominent 
part in the making of a mighty na- 
tion. 

A luncheon in the Council Chambers 
followed the freedom ceremony, and in 
replying for “Our Distinguished 
Guests,’ Sir Robert, referring ta a 
remark that the Inncheon was con- 
ducted on temperance principles,’ said 
they found themselves entirely amen- 
able to all restrictions, and the Do- 
minion that he had the honor to rep: 
resent was closely associated in many 


ways with the ancient Kingdom of 
Scotland, now part of the. United 
Kingdom, One circumstance that 


should not be forgotten was that two 
of the first Prime Ministers of Can- 
ada, Sir John Macdonald and Hon. 
A Mackenzie; were native born Scots 
men, and each of whom had left an 
enduring memory in the public life of 
Canada. He might claim, with a little 
show of reason, that the Province of 
Canada called Nova Scotia had had 
the same relation ta the development 
of the public life of their Dominion 
that Scotland had had to the British 
Islands. ' 


Tho university function took place 
in McEwen Hall, in the presence of a 
distinguished: gathering. The Prin- 
cipal of the Universigy conferred the 
degree, after which Sir Robert said 
he would give them a message from 
the Canadians at the front, as well as 
the great Dominion he represented. 
“Great as has been the sacrifices, tre- 
mendous as may be the future sacri- 
fices, we are resolved and determined 
to stay in this war until the end, and 
to assure the allied nations and the 
world of that Victory we are striving 
now to attain.” 

Sir Robert afterward visited haspit- 
als where Canadian wounded were 
being treated, and was entertained to 
dinner by the Principal of the Univers 
sity, leaving for London late the same 





evening: 
General Smuts, had a great recep 


tion. He said when given the freedom 
of the city that union was inevitable 
in South Africa. He had striven for 
Years that it should be like the Angl 

Scottish, not the Anglo-Irish, union. 
South Mrica had all the makings of

As a result of the policy you adopted 
after the Boor war, a small nation 
that fought against You not many 
years ayo, and with a vigor and pers 
sistency seldom scen in the history of 
the world, is today fighting in a com- 
mon caus with yor. (Renewed 
cheers.) That result tas heen brought 
about by your reversion to the old 
ideal of liberty which has been the 
guiding principle of British history ; 
and Tam sure that when you see the 
Rreat changes that are to follow this 
eataclyam you will find that this is 
the only sv foundation on which to 
build in the future, 

“There is no great difference in 
ideals between Sir Robert Borden and 
myself. We both see eve to eye on the 
hasix of completo freedom and auton- 
omy. Will the British Empire become 
ever stronger than it has been in the 
past?

Canadian Pulp Industry. 


The progress that Canada is mak- 
ing toward becoming the world's cen- 
tre for the m&aufacture of pulp and 
Daper {s Indicated in figures recent- 
ly published by the Department of 
Trade and Commerce. For the year 
ended July, 1916, the exporin of 
Daper amounted to $21,678,868, of 
which 88 per cent, went:.to the 
United States and 5.2 per cent, to 
the United Kingdom. . This total ts 
an increasc of 31 per cent. over the 
figures for the year previous. The 
first export shipment of paper from 
Canada was made in 1892. The tota} 
exports for 1902 were but $24,000 
and for 1913 only $6,327,000. 

The total exports of paper, pulp, 
end pulpwood for the year ended 
July, 1916, were $40,865,266, of 
which the United Smtes received 87 
per cent and the United-Kingdom 6 
per cent, ‘The Increase over the pre- 
lous year was 27 per cent. On the 
other hand, Canada imported, dun 
ing the year ended July, 1916, 36,« 
327,398 worth of paper and manu- 
ctures of paper. F 
The foregoing facts,’ in conjunc- 
tion with the use by Canadian pulp 
and peper mills of nearly $9,500,000 
worth Dulpwood, indicate the 
tremendous drain upon’ Canadian 
pulpwood resources, according to a 
Stutement issued by the conservatlo, 
commission, This drain is likely to 
increase rather than diminish, | in 
view of the rapid depletion of ac; 
cessible supplies of ‘timber suitable 
for pulpwood-in the United States.

Advance Guard of Members Arrive For:Reopening—Revival of 
Rumor That Sir Wilfrid Laurier is at.0dds With Party— 
Programme Outlined by Government—Extension

OTTAWA, April 18—Speclal—An ad- 
vance guard of members of Parliamont 
hae already srrived’ here in anticl- 
pation of the reass@mbling of tho 
House of Commons on Thursday after 
recess begun on February 7th In order 
to permit of the attendanco of the 
Prime Minister at the Imperial War 
Conference. Among those who havo 
come to the capital are members of the 
special committee appointed to pre- 
pare a programme for the celebration 
of the semi-centennial of the Canadian 
Confederation. These will hold their 
preliminary meeting to-morrow. The 
Senate will reassemble on Tuesday 
next, and will likely be adjourned 
again until such time as there is busi- 
ness from the Lower House for their 
attention. 

Sir Robert Borden, and his colleag- 
ues, Hon. Robert Rogers and Hon. J. 
D. Hazen, are not expected to arrive 
in Canada for several weeks after the 
re-opening of Parliament, Until the 
Prime Minister’s return the most im- 
portant {tems of tlie session's program 
will hardly be taken up. However, 
there will be: business to engage the 
attention of the members.

Coal Minea Strike 3 

In repl¥ to a queation by Mr. E. 
M. Macdonald, Hon. T, Crothers re- 
viewed the strike situation In Western 
coal mines, An agreement had been 
entered Into on March 31, 1915, be 
tween opcrators and miners for a per- 
In July last year 
the miners, probably influenced by the 
war bonus given In Walds, demanded 
an increase of ten per cent. in thelr 
wages. This was conceded and a new 
agreement made which was to remain 
'n effect unti? April of this year. 
Three months after this agreement 
had been entered into the nmiers do- 
manded a further increase in wages 
of 25 por cent. or that’gn enquiry. be 
made to estimate tho increase. in cost 
of living, and they be given a corre- 
sponding advance In wages. Re 
Harrison, Fair Wage Officer, conduct- 
ed this enquiry, and recommended an 
advance of $1.75 a week from Novem- 
ber 15 to Febuary 4. This, was ac- 
cepted by both miners and operators, 
and the Government agreed to .pay 
this advance up to February 4, col- 
lecting it from the large consumors, 
while the operatora undertook to pay 
the advance from February 4 to April 
1, when tho agreement terminated. 





Mneting at Calgary 

Operators and minors a few weeks 
ago met in Calgary to negotiate a new 
agreement toa subcommiltce.

Under the title of “National Orzani- 
tation for War,” Professor, Stephen 
Leacock, to whose work in this con- 
nection the New York “Times” -and 
the English Press pay a well merited 
tribute, sume up this Municipal 
phase of the situation so strongly in 
two paracraphs of hie wonderful arr 
peal, that the whole appe.l has been 
adopted and printed and circulated 
by the Government as a departmental 
document, and I venture to trans- 
cribe a few sentences here appropriste 
to our Municipality, as to all Munici- 
palities and citizens.

Bones and tecth are examples of the 
cells which require lime and which can- 
not be reqetired without it.

Other lime giving foods 
are buttermilk, pruncs, beans, cottage 
cheese, celery, spinach and caulifower, 

Tlood cannot be kept rich and red une 
less the body makes daily many mil- 
tions of red blood corpuscles. In anae. 
mia, where people become pale and lst- 
less, the supply of red corpuicles is 
usually greatly reduced, Iron Girlng 
foods are whole wheat bread, egg yolk, 
cabbage, oatmeal, dried beans, celery, 
spinach, Icttuce, asparagus and green 
string beans.

The name of the bird? Well, some 
people call him a tree mouse, and oth- 
ers call bim a nothatch. He Is part 
bluish gray, part black and part white. 
He does not Jook much like a mouse to 
me, but the way be cap run up and 
down the ‘limbs of trees, hanging now 
to the underside or running along head 
downward, makes one think of a fiy. 

The little nuthatch is one of our Ww! 
ter birds, for he does not leave us 
when cold wegtber comes, 23 so many 
of our birds do. : 

You see, his food can be picked up 
pearly all the year round. He is one of 
those birds that get the worms from 
under the bark, and grobs and insect 
eggs are delicious morsels to him. 

‘The iittle notbatch is a thrifty bird 
Like the squirrel in the fall, be lays 
away a store of food for hard times. 
When cold weather comes he goes to 
the tree in a crack of which be may 
have atuck the Ilitic nuts of which he 
fs so fond and draws out a nut Beech- 
nuts are favorites. He can crack the 
shells of these with bis lovg, sharp bill 
in a short time. Then, cocking his little 
bead on one side, he bolts the nut meat 
with the greatest epjoyment, 

Put some kernels of dricd corn out 
for him on a feeding board or somo 
cracked bickory nuts and sec how 
pleased the nuthatch will be. 

This lively Uttle bird likes hazelnuts, 
chestnuts, sunflower sceds and grains. 
In the winter one secs him in the com- 
pany of the chickadees, the juncos, 
buntings and winter wrens, the downy 
woodpecker and the winter sparrows. 

In sprivg these nuthatches bulld 
nests in the hollows of trees., Perhaps 
they fear the red squirrels, the snakes 
or the mice in the neighborbood. At 
any rate, they gather pitch and sticky 
balsams from the trees and smear it 
about the outside of the holes ln which 
they make thelr nests and lay thelr 
esss ‘ 

Often when the nuthatches are in @ 
hurry they forget about this sticky 
doormat and go flitting carclessly over 
it so that it catches on thelr own tails, 
and before they can get loose they bare 
to wrench ott some of their feathers. 

Just the same, the little nuthatch ts 
one of the nimblest little creatures you 
will eter seo and is well worth watch- 
ing.

RADISH, The radish plant is

:#uch rapld growers, such as pars- 
i nips. They should, however, be 
pulled out before the parsolps or 
other cropa need the ground, Suc- 
cessive planting is also advised for 
this crop. Radish seed: may be 
planted in rows, four Inches apart or 
, broadcasted, the depth preferred be- 
jing from a quarter to half an {och 
‘only. Radish ae a general rule re- 
quire no thinning, and the soil be- 
‘tween the rows should be kept loose 
with the hoe. A crop of winter 
{radish may be obtained if the seed is 
sown about the first of August, These 
j Should be thifined out to three inches 
apart. 

SPINACH, Spinach is a short 
season crop which is grown tO ‘pro- 
vide table greens, The plant matures 
{n about six weeks from planting, 
and seed sbquid.be sown very early 
jo the sprigg, as the plants run to 
seed during. the bot summer montis, 
The seeds may be planted in rows or 
broadcasted,iund ‘should be sown at 
a depth of obetialf inch. Successive 
planting may be made if so desired. 
When the leaves are large enough to 
use they mey be pulled off or the 
whole plant may be cut from the 
root, 

ONION. | The onién is grown for 
seusoning, pickling, and for eating 
raw. A large percentage of onions 
stored for winter use ure grown from 
seed planted In the soll very early tn 
the spring, The soll should be rich, 
moist and well drained, but fresh 
inanure Ja not the best to apply. The 
seeds should be planted at « depth 
of about one-half Inch, and the rowa 
should be from twelve to fourteen 
inches apart. The seed should be 
planted very tbinly so that there 
will be ne need for extra thinning of 
the onloas, Cultivation should cease 
when the onion tops are such a size 
as to prevent easy work, In the fall 
when the tops are about two-thirds 
died down the onions should be pull- 
ed aad laid in windrows so arranged 
that the bulbs are covered with the 
tops of the onions. This prevents 
any sunburn which causes consider- 
able trouble In storage. After they 
have been kept in this position for 
live or six days they may be gatbered 
up and placed Jn a slat box or 
basket and tied up some way so that 
the rain will not get at them and the 
wind will bave plenty of chance’to 
circulate around “the bulbs: The 
tops may be removed from the onlons 
at this time {ft 30 dealrey, or they 
may be léft' ch. Dutch adié may ve 
Planted “as clowd “togdthor is’ they 
will stand in a straight row. very 
early in the season, They should be 
barely covered with soll, which 
should be well firmed by tramping

PEAS. Peas may be planted very 
early in the season, and for the early 
crop the seed should be sown in a 
furrow of two inches deep and the 


secds placed an Inch apart. Some ar- |: 


rangements should be made so that 
the pea vines will have some sup- 
port. Limbs of trees or chicken 
wire may be used for this purpose, as 
the vines will cling to this for sup- 
port and will be kept up from the 
ground, This support should be sect 
preferably at tho time of planting. 
This soil should be drawn up around 
the. vine.. 

BEANS.° Generally speaking, it is 
not a good practice to add fresh man- 
ure,to the soll where one expects to 
grow beans, They prefer a moist, 
decp loam, “ The ‘seeds should be 
planted fairly early in the spring. 
The rows being at least eightcen inp 
ches apart. A/furrow two, inches 
deep may be made with the corner of 
a boc and the seeds placed from two 
to three inches“apart in the Sottom 
of thia furrow.

HE report of the Royal 


‘ed by the Ontario Govern- 
ment in September, 1915, 
has been completed. On all points 
the report fulfils the expectations of 
Hon. G. M. Ferguson, Minister of 
Lands, Forests, and Mines, that it 
would be the last word on the metal- 
lurgy of nickel ‘refning 1n Ontarto. 
The report points out that two quea- 
tions have been uppermost in nuny 
erous discussions that bave taken 


place concerning the nickel {ndustry. 


during the last twenty-five years, 
The frst, can nickel be economically 
refined In Ontario; and, second, are 
Rickel deposits of Ontario of such 4 
character that this Province can 
compete successfully aa a nickel pro- 
ducer with any other country? 

To both these questi¢n® the Com- 
mission answers yes, “The nickel 
ore deposits of Ontario are much 
more extensive and offer better fa- 
cilities for the production of nickel 
at a low cost than do those of any 
other country,” reads the report. 
Any of the processes now in use for 
reining nickel could be successfully 
worked in Ontario, and conditions 
and facilities are as good here as in 
any other part of Canada, The most 







Pp. As for | satisfactory method of reGning in 


Ontario will be electrolytic: The re- 
fining of nickel in Ontario will not 
only benefit the industry locally but 
Promote the chemical and metallur 
gical industries and lead to their 
gtowth, Tho methods employed by 
the two large operating companies in 
Ontario are modern and efficient. 
Both have passed the experimental 
stage without recelving any Goverus 
ment assistance and have earned the 
success which they have achieved. 
On the Important question of 
mining taxation the report is most 
explicit. After an investigation Into 
the methods of taxation in practice 
in other countries where mining op- 
erations are carried on extensively 
the commission finds that “the pre- 
gent system of mining taxation in 
Ontario is just and equitable and in 
the public Interest, and is the best 
system for this Province. Any ques- 
tion of change is rather one of rate 
than of principle.” The tax in On- 
tarlo {s based upon the net profits of 
the mine, and this the Commission 
recommended should not be higher 
than & per cent. Although the rme- 
port makes certain recommendations 
the bill to carry these recommenda- 
Uons Into effect ut the ‘time of writ- 
ing ,bas not been . introduced to 
-he House. It is understood, 
however, that’ thé Government 
will probably accept the recommend- 
ations of the Commission which, as 
has been pointed out, approves of the 
present basis of taxation on net pro- 
Ots, but thinks that the rate should 
be higher and on a pro; ve scale, 
the fate of tax increasing-ds the pro- 
fits grow.
